gaintt the time of our Coꝛon ation, ſome to do their dueties in ſuchneceſlary ſeruices, 

as to them belongeth at that Solemnitie, and ſome fo2 comfo2t they take in the ſlight 

of our Perſon, ofthe Qucene our deare wite, and of our childzen ; Although there 

I could be no greater toy to bs then the pꝛeſence and confluence of all ſoꝛts of good Dub: 

DE tects at ſuch a time, when the moze there ſhould Le parta ers of that publique re: 

iorcing, the moꝛe ſhould bee our Particular comfo2t : ret ſuch is our feare leaſt 

this their reſozt ſhould wok? a contrary effect both to their and our expectation, namely to bee a meanes not onelp 

of increaſing the Tnfection within our Citie, but of diſperſing it into all places ofthis Rcalme, as wee had rather 

foꝛbeare ſome part ot᷑ our Oꝛnament and Cuſtome, which is due to the Honour and DIleminitic of our Cozonatron, 

then by hauing the vttermoſt thereof perkourmed, bee the occaſion of ſo great an euill to our peo gie, as is the ſpꝛea⸗ 
ding ok the Jnfection amongſt them, 

Wherefoze we haue thought it belt to fozbeare of that Solemnitie, v hallo: uer is not ſlentiall to it, and to de 
kerre all ſhewe of State and Pompe accuſtomed by our Pꝛogenitoꝛs, which is not of necellitie to be done within the 
Church at the time ol our Coꝛonation, As alſo to omit our Solemne entry and paſſage thꝛough our Citic of Lon⸗ 
don fo: this time, intending to perſozme the ſame hereakter in the Winter, when we ſhall percetue our Citie to be free 
from ſicheneſſe. And of this our purpoſe and of the cauſes thereof, we haue thought good to giue notice to all our 
Subiects by Pꝛoclamation. To the end that aſwell thoſe ol our ſayd City may fo2bcare to pꝛoceede in ſuch Shewes 
and Oꝛnaments, as we heare they out of their loue haue in hand to honour our ſayd entry, As alſo all other people 
map abſtaine from reſoꝛting to our ſapd City at this time, other then ſuch, as haue neceſſary Employment in that So⸗ 
lemnity, and chiefelp about ſuch parts thereof as are to be perfozmed onely within the Church: whom alſo we require 
to bꝛing with them no greater traine of ſcruants, then of neceſſitie thep muſt vſe each ol them in his degree about 
their perſons; wherein they ſhall both pꝛouide foꝛ their owne good, and giue vs great ſatiſfaction in confozming 


themſelues dutitully to this our Admonition.
